Chinese battalions fighting to 
overcome the powerful mechanized 
legions of Japan struck against the 
Japanese flanks with swift, harry- 
ing guerrilla attacks while other 
Chinese fought a fierce frontal 
battle against the foe.

President Roosevelt, carrying out 


his determination to fuse business

Boston Firm 
Accused in 


NLRB Charge 


Directory Publishers 
Conspired Against 
Union Contract

BOSTON, Mass., April 8. — The 
firm of Sampson and Murdock, city 
directory publishers, was charged 
today with entering a conspiracy to 
liquidate to avoid signing a con- 
tract with the United Office and 
Professional Workers, Local 3, C10. 

A statement sworn to by Edson T. 
Jones, stockholder of the firm, and 
filed with the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, quoted G. D. Marcy, 
president of the 92-year-old com- 
pany, that “the sole purpose of the 


liquidation proceedings was to 
avoid signing a contract with the 
CIO; that if they could escape 


- signing a contract with the CIO, 


they would remain in business.” 

The union was chosen as sole col- 
lective agency by 32 of 
the 39 in the sales and name-takers 
departments in an NLRB election 
a month ago. 

The affidavit revealed that Judge 
Thomas Weston, presiding at Mal- 
den, Cambridge and Newton courts, 
present at the stockholders meet- 
ing called to give ‘con; any officers 
authority to liquidate, had sug- 
gested that the company be sold.

A YELLOW BASEBALL was tried out in a college 


game between Columbia and Fordham. A Mr. Fred Rahr,

tional white ball. 


‘The reactions following the tryout of the new ball in the college 
game were mixed, and appear to have been beclouded a bit by the 
hectic ninth inning rally of the underdog Columbia team, which scored 


Kin the final frame to win, 8-7. 


So anyhow, there’s nothing about 


the yellow ball to keep an apparently beaten outfit from rising up 


and knocking over the favorites. 


Both umpires were. enthusiastic about the new ball, claiming it 
Was much easier to follow from the pitching mound to the home plate. 
That seems important, in view of the tragic “beanings” that becloud 
the game periodically. Only one man in recent years was killed by a 


pitch, but many others have had 


dangerously narrow escapes from 


“eath after having suffered fractured skulls. Without straining the 
memery any there is young Newsome of the A’s this year, Mickey 
Cochrane of the Tigers and Hank Lieber of the Giants last year. All 
suffered fractured skulls. Cochrane hovered near death and just pulled 
through. He's through playing now. 

Lieber, who was skulled by one of Bob Feller’s fast ones 
last spring, is one of the few who have come back completely 
unimpaired, and with no traces of “gun shyness” at the plate . 
There's no mystery about these accidents. The mystery is rather 

that there aren’t more of them, considering that a small hard ball is 
propelled at terrific speed plateward from only 60 feet away, giving 
the batter just split seconds to judge its flight. 


Ball players say that a 


ball is hardest to follow against the back- 


ground of a summer crowd in shirtsleeves. A White ball coming out 
of-a-mass of white shirts has to be spotted and judged in a hurry. 
The Chicago Cubs had phenomenal Success for a period of years with 
side arm pitchers on hot, shirt-sleeved days. Wrigley Field in the 
mid-way city is so constructed as to give the greatest amount of 
“white” background to a batter. Root, Malone, and other Cub side- 
wheelers seemed to throw their stuff from right out of the center field 
bleachers. An overhand twirler came down from a patch of the blue 


sky beyond the bleachers. 


I don’t recall any skulling accidents at Wrigley Field, however. 


Perhaps batters are more alert to the danger there. A moment of care- 


lessness, taking one’s eyes off the pitcher, is all that’s necessary to get 
hit with the best background in the world. 

The yellow ball, if Mr. Rahr is correct as to its, improved 
visibility, might help reduce accidents, It’s awful hard to get 
the game to accept any innovation, however. According to Ed 
Hughes of the Brooklyn Eagle, it took the game 36 years to 


break “tradition” and adopt a 


mask for a catcher. The big 


catcher’s mitt, without which it would be considered extremely 
dangerous to the hands to catch with today, had to wait further 
years for adoption. Shinguards came into being only in 1908, 
after balls had been painfully bouncing off the poor receiver's 
tibia’s for years. Ever bump your shin on a step?

are certainly less than those of
